ADVICE TU WRITERS. 


[Parke Go@win tn Putmam's Monthiy for May.) 
It was once the happy dream of m 
of us, interested in the growth of a sound 
nationality, that we were destined to have 
here, some day, a vigorous national litera- 
ture. But the appearances are, just now, 
that the dream is to remain a dream. We 
seem tobe more than ever before depen- 
dent for our reading upon foreign sources, 
and especially English. We gre not aware 
that our pe rs reprint more English 


| books than before, certainly it is not : 


but in periodical literature we have be- 
come mere echoes. All the foreign quar 
terlies are regularly reproduced as they 
have been; four of the principal monthly 
magazines resort to noted Englisa authors 
for their main attractions; four of our fore- 


| most popular illustrated weeklies are lit- 


tle more than copies, as to their pictures, 
ofthe foreign illustrated weeklies; and 
two if not three of our daily journals are 
chiefly edited by men from abroad. 

We do not object ts this; we hold that 
our people havea rightto go for their 
wares of all sorts where they think they 
get them best; but we do not regard it as 
creditable to our native writers. Why 
do they allow themselves to be super. 
seded tn this way? Why must editors 
apply to Mr. Dickens, or Mr. Trollope, 
or Mr. Charlies Reade, for serial sto- 
ries? Why must they get essays and 
criticisms and sometimes poetry from re- 
mote Londen, and not from Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, or New York’? There are two 
reasons, as we conceive: the first is, that 
the excessive developments of practical life 
here absorb so much of the best intellect 
of the nation, 
to writing at five dollars a 
becoming an engineer, ora 
broker he can make his ten thousand 
dollars es-year with far more 
ease. But a second reason is, that, when 
our intellect does take to writing, it does 
not write out of the fullness of the nation- 
al life, but on traditonary themes and ina 
traditionary way. We only attempt to do 
over again what has been very well done 
before. We strive to be Addisons or 


age, when by 
awyer, or a 


, Goldsmiths or Dickenses or Ma: aulays or 


Thackerays, and we arrive only ata pinch- 
beck sort of snecess. Let us strike in 


| earnestly into the very heart of our own

Sister Agatha” she 
said, also had keys of the outbildings which 
surrounded the unu: ed cloister, and the 
superior thought it likely she had fonnd 
among these the key of the gate, which 
she herself had never seen open. 

The superior was a woman of unexcep- 
tional moral and religious life,and posses 
sed ot great shrewdness. She found an 
additional proof of Sister Agatha’s guilt 
when she saw and recognised the monk's 
body. Shehadonce had occasion to sus- 
pect him ofan improper regard for the 
nun, and the asceticism of her own frigid 
nature steeled her against any mercy.

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LEE AT THE WILDERNESS. 


{t. C.. of Hood’y Texas Grigade, in Houston 
Times.) 


An humble participant in the late war, 
I take upon myself the liberty of seeking 
in your colamns a brief space fer the 
pose of mentioning and preservin 
errer, an important incident of the 
contest—which deserves to occupy one of 
the brightest pages upen our country’s 
history. I come prepared to state what I 
saw and what | heard, and not what was 
reported to me through many mouths. | 
shal! be brief—for, were my pen able, no 
ornamentation from it could add to the 
glory and grandeur ofthe main {act that | 
shal! state. 

That Gen. RB. E. Lee exposed his life 
during the battle of the “Wilderness,” 
May Oth, 1464, is generally known to the 
Southern people—but the truth of the af- 
fair has aever, to my knowledge, been 
given. I have read accounts, both in prose 
and poetry, of Gen. Lee's neble conduct 
on the eventful 6th of May—but, however 
nearto the truthof the case, they were 
written, perhaps, by some who “snuffed 
the battle from afar,’ and gathered their 
records from those who fled the face of 
danger. The truth is this 

In the fall of 1863, Gen. Longstreet 
with two divisions of his corps (Hood's 
and McLaws’), was ordered to Georgia to 
reinforce Gen. Bragg. This we did. and 
participated inthe battle of “Chicka. 
mauga, after which we were ordered to 
Knoxville, Tennessee, to lay seige to the 
place, and which was done without suce- 
Cees. 

In the latter part of April 1864, Gen. 
Longstreet found himself and corps in the 
vicinity of Bristol, on the Virginia and 
Tennessee line. About May Ist, 1464, we 
took up the line of March, and were trans- 
ported to Cobham station, on the Virginia 
Central Railroad, near Charlottesville. At 
new clothing, guns, bayonets, 
ammunition and ample provisions were is 
sued to our corps, and we were reviewed 
yy Generals Lee and Longstreet. At that 
time our corps contained only the two di- 
visions that Longstreet took with him to 
(icorgia. During our stay in Georgia and 
Tennessee, Gen. Hood was made a Lieu- 
tenant General, and Maj (;en Field 
signed in h 5 plac Maj Gen, Mi Laws 
was removed and Brig. Gen. Kershaw. of 
Seuth Carolina, made a Major (iénera! in-

M. Lebas, a skillful engineer, was 
entrused with the task; and severely in- 
deed did it tax has energies and ee 
Letus see how he accomplished it. - 
built a vessel expressly forthe parpose, 
and set off from Toulon to Alexandria in 
1831, accompanied by a hundred and _ 
workmen. Slowly and with great di‘ficul- 
ty was the vessel navigated up the Nile, 
from Alexandra up to Thebes. Eight 
hundred men were then employed for 
three months in making an inclined plane 
from the rivers bank up to the place 
where the obelisk stood,a distance of about 
a quarter ofa mile. Next ensued the te- 
dious labor of lowering and moving this 
mage of granite, weighing little less than 
two hundredand Ofty togs. The obelisk 
was encased intimber, to avert fracture and 
injury. Moved down to theriver-side by au 
immense agaist of manual! labor and 
mechanical contrivances, it was placed at 
length on board the vessel voyage 
down the Nile commenced, after waiting 
niae months fora sufficient depth of water 
The river journey took three months, aad 
Alexandria was reached towards the close 
of the year 1332. A whole year was then 
spent voyages, amid multr- 
plied difficulties—first to Toulon, then to 
Cherbourg, then to Havre, and then went 
up the Seine to Paris, where the weight 
monolith arrived about Christmas, 1*33. 
lt was necessary to constructa pedestal of 
massive materials, in which to set up the 
obelisk. Blocks of granite were brought 
from Brittany, the larwest of which measar- 
ed ten feet by ten, and sixteen in hight 
Aun inclined plane was then made, ation 
up from the banks of the Seine to the 
Piace de la Concorde, where a platform of 
rough masonry was formed on a level with 
the top of the pedestal rhe obelisk, plac- 
ed on a timber stage or car, was dragged 
up this plane by means of ropes and cap- 
stans. One edge of its base having been 
rought to the edge of the pedestal, the 
raising of the smaller end was effected by 
ropes abd pulleys altac hed to the head of 
ten masta, five oneach side. It was tough 
and tedious work; but at length. oa 
"Sth of October, 1*36, Lebas bad the sat- 
istaction ¢ seeing the Leuor obelisk ele- 
vated into its piace—alter 4 series of oper- 
ations which had engaged lis almost un 
livided attention for the greater part of ax 
years.
